with two fauconets in reavineſſe;if neede ſhould happen:

All the 1 fireetes were reple- 
niſhed with people, whiche ſtove

towers, whited with plapſtcr that ſhined lyke ſiluer, being 
ſo well burniſhed and the ſunne gliſtering vpon it. And 
that was the thing that the @paniards thought bad bene 
walles of filter. J doe belceue that with the unagmatien 
and great defire whiche they had of golde and ſiluer, all

e lourney, there was a village within ſhotte 
of a hargabuſhe from the rocke called 
MEE ftandyng vpon a litle hill, Cortes hauing little 
to do, went thither with his men, and the /nd:ans of Zem- 
pealan, who c Cortes that the village was apper⸗ 
tayning to a Lo2de by Mutezume, They came 
to the fate of the hill, without ſighte of any man of the 
towne, exceptetwo,that Haris: 'onderſtode not, and go⸗ 
ing vp the hill, the hozſemen to fauour their hozſes would 
alight, — the aſcending was cragged and euill way, 
Corres commaunded that they ſhoulde not alight, bycauſe 
the /n4:an; ſhoulde thinke that there was no place bighe 
noz lowe, but that theſe hozfes ſhoulde and caulde come 
vnto it. So bylitle and litle they came into the towne, 
and finding no creature there, they feared ſome decepte; - 
pet appzochyng further, ther mette with twelue auncient 


that place, whichs is the language of the 7. 
oz inhabitauntes of the Pountaynes, hele guncient 
wenne declared that the cauſe of tber goyng out of 
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the towns, was bycauſe that they had newer liens anye

entring where they ſate, w certain wůds like cudgels in 
their hids, which did ſignify tbey were rent gatherers 
t in ech other hand, a fly flap of feathers, the Cacrke 4 by s 
company were ſoare afrapds.

there though nakedneſſe, not being accuſtomed to fo cold 
a countrep, After the fourth tourney of euill way they al⸗ 
cended vp an other hil,and vpon the toppe therof;(to their 
judgement) they founde a thouſande carte loade of wod 
ready cut, neare to alittle tower of idolles : they named 
that place the pozte of wod:t haning paſſed two leagues 
from thepozte of wad, they founde the countrey barren 
and pe, but ſone after the army came to a place whiche 
they named white-Caſtell,bicauſe the Loꝛdes houſe was 
ol fone very white and newe, and the beſte that they had 
ſeene in all that countrey, and ſo curiouſly wꝛougbt, that 
they meruapled thereat : that towne in their language is 
called | Zacletan, and the valley neare vnts it is named 2. 
catami, and the Lozdes name is olintlec, who receyued 
Cortes honozablp, and pꝛouided foz him and his company 
abundantly, being focommaunded by acutexuma, as he 
repozted afterwarde. * 

And in token that he had recepued that comifion from A ſtraunge

comming into that countrey,as he ban vſed in other 
places. e demaunded whether he the Lozde of this towne 
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at his queſtion, anſwered, ſaping: What is he that is not 
eyther ſlaue oz vaſſall to the great u un. Then cer- 
tes certified him, who and what the Emperour king of 
Spapne was, willing him to be his friend and ſeruitour, 
further enquired if he dad any golde to ſende him ſome. 
This ca anſwered;that he would do nothing without 
the commaundement of his Lozde,noz yet ſende his king 
any golde although be had inough. corte: diſſimuled the 
matter, and helde his peace, vet by and by he deſired to 
knowe the Maieſtie and mightie power. of 2wrexum:; 
the Cagi anſwered, that Atute um was Lode of the 
whole wozlde, and that he had thirtie Waſſals who were 
able to make d. oc o men ol warre: :eche one of themhe 
alſo certified that he ſacrificed, 20000, men per ely to his 
Goddes : And alla bis dwellyng wag inthe moſt beauty-

Untill this time, Cor7e2 had not fo amply vis 
derſtode the mighte and power of +4/@7ex um, pea and 
though many inconuemenc es, ditficuities, feare, and ſuch 
like, did repzeſent it ſel ie vnto hun in his iourneyto er- 
ico, whiche perhaps would haue amazed ſome valiat per⸗ 
| ſons, pet he ſhewed not one tote of cowarotſe, hauvng 
hearde ſuche arepozte of that mightic Pꝛince, but rather 
his deſire was ſo much the moꝛe to ſe hym.

ſuredip that thoſe of 7axeallan would haue done with him 

as the Zempeallane 24 had done, which were both god and

"It was mole true that Pie had gathercd 
ver to appzehende the bearded menne, 
amoze ſolemne ſacrifice vnto their 
Goddes, thanat any time heretofoze they had done, with 
a — r of their fleſh, which they called Cele⸗ 


rial. Ede Captaines of 7/«xcal» deuided their fouldiers 
into foure battayles, the one to 7eper:p«c, another to o- 
cetelulce, the third to 7g atlas, andthe fourth to h- 
clan, that is to ſap, the men of the Pountapnes, the men 
of the Lymepittes, the men of the Pinetries, nnd the was 
ter men, enery of theſe had their Lozdes and Captapnes 
whome they ſhoylde repayꝛe vnto and obep, and alltheſs 
tour ſoztes of men dothe make the body of the common 
weale 222 fommannde both in tyme of 
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by this time they haue eaten their meate, and nowe wee 
will eate them, and ſo ſhall they pap vs the viauals that 
weſent : likewiſe we wil know if Mute21 me commaun⸗ 
dedthem to come into our countrey,0oz who elſe. And if be 
ſente them, then let him come and deliner them: and il it 
be theirowneenterp2yſe,they ſhall recepue they: reward 
accoꝛdingly. Theſe and ſuch like bzagges they vſed,ſeing 
ſo fewe Spaniardes befozethem, and not knowyng their 
ſtrength. Then the foure Captaynes ſente two thou- 
ſande of their valianteſt men of warre and olde Sould(- 
ers, to take the Spanyardes quietly, with commannde- 
ment that if they didreſilf, either to binde. them oz elle to 
kill them, meanyngnot to ſette their whole army vpon 
n ſmall honour foz 
fo great a multitude, to fight agaynſt ſo fewe. The two 
thonſande Souldiers paſſed the trench that was betwirt 
the two campes,and came boldely to the Tower where 
the Chꝛiſtians were. Then came fozth the Þozſe- Bc 
men, and after them the fotemen, and at the firft encoun- 
ter they made the Indians fiele howe the pꝛon wozdes 
woulde tutte: and at the ſeconde, they ſhewed of what 
fozce thoſe fewe in number were, of whome a little be- 
foꝛe they had ſo ieſted: But at the thirde bzunte they 
made thoſe luſty ouldiers fp, who were come to appze- 
hende them,fo2 none ol themeſcaped, but onely ſuche as 
knewe the paſſage of the trenches oz ditche. 
Then the mayne battell and whole armp ſette fozth 
with a terrible and maruellous nopſe, and came ſo fierce 
vppon our menne, till they entred into our campe with- 
ont any reũſtaunte, and there were at handpe ffrokes 
and wzalkipng with the @panpardes, and in a god ſpace 
conidenot gette them out, killyng many ol them whiche 


were fo bolde to enter: and in this ſozte they fought

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their enimies. And then the Indians began to faput, ſepng 
ſa many dead on theyz lde, and the greate woundes they 
bad, and that they coulde kill none of the Chꝛiſtians: pet 
the battayle ceaſed not till it dꝛewe neare night and then 
they retyꝛed. Whereof Corces and his Souldiers were ex- 
ceedpng gladde, fo2 they were fully weried with killyng 
of / diam, fo that all that nighte our men triumphed with 
moꝛe iop than feare, conſideryng that the Indian, fought 
not by night, they lepte and toke their reſte at pleaſure, 
whiche they had not done Ulthat tyme,but alwayes kept 
bothc watche and warde. | 
The Indians finding many of their holte milſyng, yet 
they would not peelde themſelues as ouercome, as after 
did appeare, They coulde not well tell hqwe many were

r day in the momyng Corres e fo; 
runne the fieldes as he had done befoze, leauing halfe his 
menne to kepe the campe, and bicauſe he ſhoulde not be 
eſpicdhe departed befoze day, e burnedaboute.x, townes, 
and ſacked. one towne, whiche was of thz& thouſande 
houſes, in the whit he were founde but few. fake of fight, 
bycauſe the moſte of them were gone — oro 
ter the ſpoyle, he ſet fire on the towne and came b 
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this ſeuerall things in pzeſent to Cortes, and the meſſen⸗ 
gers that bzought them ſayd: Sir behold here ſtue ſlaues, 
and if thou be that rigoꝛous God that cateſt mans flethe 
and bloud, eate theſe whiche we bzing vnto ther, and we 
will bzing thee moe. And if thou be the gentle and m&ke 
God, beholde here Franckinſenſe and Feathers, And if 
thou be a moztal man, take here foule,bzead, 4 Cherrics. 
Cortes anſwered, that both he and his were moztalmen 
euen as they were. And bicauſe that alwapes he had vſcd 
to teil them trouth, wherfoze did they vle to tell him lies, 
and lykewiſe to flatter him, foz he dcfired to ber their 
friende; aduiling them not to be madde and tubbozne in 
their opinion, foz if they ſo did, aſſuredly they ſhoulde re⸗ 
cepue great hurte and dammage, Likewiſe (quoth he) it 
is apparant vnto you how many of pour ſide are flapne 
without the loſſe of one of mine, and with this auſwere 
ſent them away. A ot withſtanding the anſwere ſent, there 
came abonte.zo000, of them cuen to Cortes his campe to 
pꝛoue their Cozſelettes, as they had done the day befoze, 
but they returned with bꝛokẽ pates.

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-deſfroped; And in ſüme of all his talke, the teares trick⸗ 
ling downe his cherkes, he beſought Corres to wey that

riour King oz Lozde, noz at any tiniehad commen any 
perſon among them to commaunde, but onely he, whome 
they did voluntarily elede and choſe as their ſuperiour 
and ruler, 

It cannot be tolde, howe muche Cortes reiopced with 
this Emballage, and to ſ& ſuch a mighty Captayne come 
vnto his campe to ſubmitte himſelle: and alſo it was a 
matter of great wayght to haue that Cittie in ſubiea ion, 
foz the enterpꝛite whiche he had in hande, whereby he ful- 
ty made an account that the warres were at an ende, to 
the great cotentation ot᷑ him and his companp, and with 
great fame and reputation among the /A 

Corres With. a merp and louing countenarmce anfwes 
red, laying to their charge the hurte and damage whiche 
he had recepued in their countrep, bycauſe they refuſed at 
the firſte to harken vnto him, and quietly to ſuffer him 
to enter into their countrey,cuen as he had required and 
defired by his Peſlengers of Zeampeallan ſente vnto them 
from Zacletan. Pet al this notwſfandyng,he did both par⸗ 
don the kyllyng of his two hozſes, the aſſaultyng of him 
in the highe way, and the greate lies whiche they had

Cortes anſwered, that although their aduiſe were true,

Mute uma of allthat was paſt, with an anſwere to their

Gentlemen his newe friendes, and lykewiſe the /n dan:

poꝛtune him and aſſure him of his gopng, be commaun- 


ded his fardage to beladen and alſo his ozdinaunce, and 


from that place, with as god o2der as it had bene to a 
battaple: And at the Tower where he had pitched hys 
campe, he lefte certayne Croſſes foz a memoꝛie, with a 
greate heape of ſfones, and entred into 7/xcallar the 
eightenth of September. There came out ſuch a multi⸗ 
tude of people to ſe him and to merte bim in the way, that 
it was a wonder to ſee, 

He was lodged in the greateff temple, which had ma⸗ 
ny great and fayꝛe lodgyngs, ſufficient foz hym and all

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in other Temples. Pe ſet certapne limittes, out

The /-4-«» Gentlemen ſhewed greate 
pleaſure and curteſie to the ſtrangers, and pꝛouided the 
pl all things neccſſarie, and manpe of them gaue theyz 

daughters vnto them, in token of true frienoſhippe, and 
like wile to haue fruite of their bodyes, to be bzought vp 
foz the warres, beyng ſuch valtant men, 
This Countrep lyked well dure men, and the greate 
lone: of the people. They abode there at their pleaſure 
twenty dayes; in whiche time they did pꝛocure toknowe 
the eſtate of their common weale and ſe⸗ 


cretes, and alſo were ſufficiently inſtructed of the eſtate 
of Muteguma. |

XNA Laxcalen is pzoperly in the Indian tong

72 FS {| Intimespaſt the Citie was called Te- 
* callan, that is to ſay, a valley betwirt two 
billes. At is a grrate Citte, and planted by a riuer ſide, 
whiche ipꝛingeth out of tlancateyrt, and watreth the 
moſt parte of that pꝛouinte, and from thente (Meth out 
into the South len, by Z «cular. This Citir hathe foure 
godly ſtre&tes, whiche are called 7epericpac, Ocorelulco,7 i- 
Lula, evichurztlen. The firlte ſtrirte ſFandeth on bygh 
| en 5 82 
iy. alte 
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valle a league, and bycauſe it ſtandeth on a hill, it is cal 
led Teyetieyac, that is to ſap, a hyll, and was the firſte po⸗ 
pulation which was toũded there on high, bycauſe of the 
warre. 

Another trite was feituateantbe hill nde towarde 
the Riuer, bycauſe at the builving'thereof, there were 
many pyne tries:they named it 0:erelu/-, which is to ſap, 
a pinc apple plot. This ſtrete was beautifull, and firſte 
inhabited of: all the Citie, and there was the chicfeſt 
Market place; where all the buying and-ſclling was v⸗ 
ſed, and that plate they called7-aa9x/27/7': im that ſtreete 
was the dwelling houſe ol X7<x:xca.' Along the Rinec 
ſe inthe plapne ſtandeth another reetecalled 7:24c{«n, 
bytauſe there is muthe lyme and thatke: In this ftrets 
dwelled x:oencac/; Captayne generall ot the common 
weale. Theke is another ſfretenamed by reaſonof the 
b:ackiſh water, gaiabhuixtlan, but ſince the Spanpardes 
came thither, allthoſe buildings are almoſt altered, af- 
ter a better faſhion,and built with fone. In the plaine 
by the riuer ſide, ſtandeth the Towne houſe, and other 
offices, as in the Citie of Venice. This Tlaxcallan was go⸗ 
uerned by noble and riche men: they vile not that one a- 
lone ſhould rule, vut rather ape from that o2der, as from 
tyzannie. 

In their warres (as J bane lade before) they ans 
foure Captaynes, whiche

Uil⸗ 
lages andfownes, wherein is conteyned ; 0000. houſe⸗ 
holdes. They are men well made, and ged warriozs, the 
lyke are nat among the / ndiin. They are very poꝛe, and 
haue no other riches, but only the grayne oꝛ coꝛne called 
Cenili, and with the gayne and pzofite thereof; they doe 
both cloth themſelues, and paye their tributes, and pꝛo⸗ 
nide all other neceſſaries. They haue many market pla- 
tes, but the greateſt and moſt vſed daply, ſtandeth in the 
ftreete of ocorelulce, whiche is ſo famous, that ;0000,per- 
ſons come thither. in one day to buy and ſell, wbpche < 
is to ſap, changing one thing faz another, fozthey know 
not what money mganeth.

He gane vnto him 
diuers iewels ol gold plate, feathers, and many garmẽts 
Ce riche,well wonen,t w2ought of ſtraunge 
colours, a thing truely, that did manifeſt his greatneſſe, 
andalſocofirme their imagination. This gifte was deli⸗ 
uered honozably, and then began his talke as foloweth:

The Tennis play in Mexico. 


Ometimes aruteguma went to the Tennis 
Courte. Their ball is called /emaligtli, 
W4 and is made of the gumme which commeth 
rom a tree called li. This tre groweth 
"AN ina hote Countrey. The gumme being 
kneved togither, and ſo made roũd, is as blacke as pitch, 
and ſomewhat heauie, and very harde foꝛ the hande, but 
pet god and light to rebound, and better than our wind- 

balles, They play not at chaſes, but at badic,o2 at check, 
that is, if the ball tonch the wall it loleth. They mape 
ſcrike the ball with any part of their bodp, but there is al- 
wayes a penaltie if they only ſtrike not with the buttoke 
bz lde, whiche is the fineſt play: wherefoꝛe they vſe a 
ſkypnne vpon eache bntttacke, They play ſomany to ſo 
many foz a packe of mantels, oꝛ atcoꝛding to the abilitie 
dt the players. Alfo they play fo2 golde and feathers, and 
ſometime foz their owne bodyes, as they vſe at Paroli, 
which is there permitted x latwfull, The Tennis Court 
 (scalled7/achce,and is a Hall long and narrow, but wy⸗ 
der vywards, than do wnewardes, and higher on the ſides 
than at p ends, which is an induſtrie foz their play. The 
houſe is always white and ſmoth in the ſide walles:they 
haue certain ſtones like vnto 5 a little hole =

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' the middeſt that palſeth thzough the ſtone, the hole is ſo 
ſmall, that ſcarcely the ball maye paſſe though, but hee 
that chanceth to ſtrike the ball into the hole, whiche ſel⸗ 
dome happeneth, winneth the game, and by an auntiente 
lawe and cuſtome among Tennis players, he ought to 
bane the clokes of all thoſe that ſtande and beholde the 
play,on that ſide that the ball went in, and in ſome Ten- 
nis Courtes, the halfe of the garmentes of them that 
ſtande lwkvng on. The winner is then bounde to make 
certayne ſacrifice to the God of the Tennis play, and 
to the one where the ball entred. The beholders of the 
play woulde ſape, that ſuche a wynner ſhould be a thiefe 
and an adulterer, oꝛ elſe that be ſhoulve dye quickly, 
They vſed in the Temple of the Tennis play two J- 
mages of the God of the ball, which ſtode vpon the two 
lower walles.. Their Sacrifice was celebzated at mid- 
_nighte, with many Ceremonies and Witchcraftes, and 
ſongs fo2 that purpoſe. Then came a Pꝛieſte from the 
Cathedzall Churche, wyth other Religious perſons to 
blefſe the Sacrifice, ſaying certayne diueliſhe pꝛapers, 
and thzowing the ball four tymes in the Tennis Court. 
In thys oꝛder was the Tennis play conſecrated, and af- 
ter thys conſecration it was lawfull to play, ozelfe not, 
fo: this dilligence was firſte to be done when any Ten⸗ 
nis Court oz play was newly built. 

The owner of the Tennis Courte alſo woulde neuer 
ſuffer any to play, vntill he had firft offercd ſomething to

The ladians are ſo expert andperfite in 
his ſcience, that they will wozke oz make a Butter flie, 
any wilde beaſte, tries, roſes, ſloures, hearbes, rotes oꝛ a- 
ny other thyng lo linely, that it is a thyng maruelous to 
behold, It hapneth manp tymes that one ol theſe woꝛke⸗ 
men ina whole day will eate nothyng, onelp to place one 
feather in his dew perlen ion, turnyng and tolling the fea⸗ 
ther to the lighte of the Dunne, into the ſhade oz darke 
place, to ſ& where is his moſte naturall perfection, and 
till his wozke be finiſhed he will neyther cate noz dꝛinke.

The Arte oꝛ Science of Goldſmiths among them is the

Ahe Temple is called 7encalli,that is to ſay, 
JP Ceos bouſe,7 cut ſignifieth God, f Call: is a 
LET houſe, a vowell very fitte, if that houſe had 
CA veneof the true Cod. The Spaniards that 
onerſläd not the language, do pzonouncs 
and call thole Temples ce, and the God Hitxilepucheli, 
Y chilobss. There are in texice many parithe churches, 
with towzes, wherein are chappels and Altares where 
ze (mages + idols do ſtande, a thoſe chappels do ſerue foz 
urtal places of their founders,and the Pariſhioners are 
buried in the Churchyarde. All their tẽples are ot one fas 
ſhion, therefoze it ſhal be nowe ſufficient to ſpeake of the 
cathedzal church. Andeuen as thoſe teples are al in gene⸗ 
rall of one making in that citie. 3doe belcue that the lyme 
was neuer ſ&@ne no harde off. This temple is ſquare, 
doth containe euery way as much ground as a croſſebow 
tan reach leuell:it is made of fone, with foure dozes that 
abutteth vpon the thꝛer calſeys, and vpon an other parte 
of the Cittie, that hath no _ * a fayze 
. n 
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In the middeſt of this Quadern ſtandeth a mount of 
earth and ſtone ſquare lykewiſe, and fiftte fadom long e- 


uerp way, buylte vpward like vnto a pyzamide of Egipt, 


ſauyng the toppe is not ſharpe but plapne andflatte, and 
ten kadom ſquare:vpon the weaſt ſteppes vp to 
the toppe, and were in number and hüdzeth and fourtene, 
whiche beyng ſo many, high, and made ol god ſtone dyd 
ſeme a beautifull thing. It was a ſtraunge ſight to be⸗ 
holde the Pꝛieſtes, ſome goyng vp and ſome downe with 
ceremonies, oꝛ with men to be ſacrificed. Upon the toppe 
of this Temple are two great Alters, a god ſpace diſtant 
the one from the other, and ſo nighthe edge 02 bꝛimme of 
the wall,that ſcarcely a man mought ga behind them at 
pleaſure. The one Alter ſtandeth on the i ighthande,x the 
 otheronthe left, they were but of fine fate bighe, eche of 
them had the hacke part made of ſtone, paynted with mö⸗ 
fkrous and foule figures, the Chappell was fayze 4 well 
wꝛought of Paſons wozke + timber,cuery Chappell had 

thee loftes one aboue another, ſuſtepned vpon 1 

with þ height thereof it ſhewed like vnto a 


mought ſe all the cittie and townes rounde 
lake, whiche was vndoubtedly a godly pꝛoſpea. A Wop s 
cauſe Cortes e his company ſhould ſe the beautie thereof, 
Muteruma haought him thither, and ſhewed hymall 
o2der of the Temple, euen from the fate to the toppe. 
There was a certaine plot oz ſpace foz the idoll pꝛieſts to 
celebzate theirſeruice without diſturbance of any. Their 
general pꝛayers were made toward þ rifing of the ſunne, 
Upon ech alter ſtandeth a great idoll. Beſide this tower 
that ſtandeth vp the pyꝛamide, there are fourtic towers 
great e ſmall belonging to other little teptes which ſtand

with blond, and the grounde is a fote thicke of bloud, ſo 
that. there is a diueliſh ſtench. The Pꝛieſts oꝛ Miniſters 
goeth davly into thoſe Oꝛatozies, and ſuffer none o⸗ 
thers but great perſonages to enter in. Vea and when any 
ſuch goeth in, they are bounde to offer ſome man to be ſa⸗ 
triſiced. that thoſe bloudy hangmen and miniſters of the

There dothe reſide in the ſame 
temple continually ſiue thouſand perſons, and all they are 
lodged and haue theyz liuing there, foz that tẽple is mars 
uellous riche,+ hath diuers townes onelp foz their main- 
tenaunte and reparation, and are bounde to ſuſtapne the 
ſame alwayes on fote. They doc ſowe cozne,and main⸗ 
tapne all thoſe fine thouſande perſons with bzead,fruyte,

— — the kings courte: 
theſe perſons doe liue at their hartes eaſe, as ſeruauntes 
and vaſſals'vnto the Goddes. acute uma brought Corres to 
this temple,bicauſe his men ſhoulde ſ& the ſame, and to 
enfo2me them of his religion and holineſſe, wherot᷑ J will 
ſpeake in an other place, being the moſt ſtraunge and cru⸗ 
elleſt that euer was harde off,

Pe Gods of Aeris, were tino thouſand 


m number, as the Indians repozted, the 
7 dieſe were F ircolopuchels and: Texcethls -

as a Gyant. They were touered with a lawne called 
Nacar. Theſe images were beſette. with pearles,p2ecious 
tones, i peeces of gold, wzought like „„ | 
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and flourcs, adozned with Emeralds, Turquico, Calces 
dons, and other little fine ſtones, ſo that when the lawne 
Nacar was taken awap, the Jmages ſeemed very beauti⸗ 
full to beholde. 

The Amage had foz a girdle great ſnakes of gold, and 
foz collozs oz chapnes about their neckes, ten hartes of 
men, made of golde,and each of thoſe Jdolles had a couns 
terfaite viſoz with eies of glaſſe, and in their necks death 
painted:eache of theſe things hadde their conſiderations 
and meanings, Theſe two Goddes were bzethzen, foz 
T eRcatlipuca was the God of Pꝛouidence, and Y ircil.- 
p»chrl: God of the warres , who was wozlhipped and 
feared moze than all the reſt, 

- There was another God, who hadde a greate Jmage 
placed vpponthe toppe of the Chappell of Idols, and hs 
was eſt&med foz a ſpectall and ſingular God aboue all 
the reſt. This God was made of all kinde of ſ&des that 
groweth in that Countrey, and being ground, they made 
& certapne paſt,tempered with childzens bloud, and Uir⸗ 
gins ſacrifiſed, who were opened with their razures in 


fruites vnto the Jooll. The Pꝛieſtes and Pinifters doe 
conſecrate this Jdoll with great pomp and many Cere- 
monies. All the Comercean: and: Citizens are pꝛeſente at 
the conſecration, with great triumph and incredible de- 
notion. After the conſecration, many denoute perſons 
came and ſkicked in the dowy Image pzecious ffones, 

wedges of golde, andother Jewels, After all this pomp 
ended, no ſecularman — — 
no noz pet tome into his Chappell, nay ſcartely religious 

perſons, except they were T lamataxtli, who are Pꝛieſtes 
of oꝛder. They doe renue this Image many times wyth 
new dough, taking away the olde, but then bleſſed is her

VER Ithout the temple, and ouer againfte the 
pzincipall doze thereof, a ſtones caft di- 
tant, ſtand eth the Charnell houſe onelp 
at dead mens heads pꝛiſoners in warres 
&1/\ and ſacrifiſed with the knife, 
This monument was made like vnto 
Foo — larger than bzoade, wzought of lyme 
and ſtone, with aſceupding ſteppes, inthe walles whereol 
was graffed betwixt ſtone and ſtone a ſkul with the teeth 
outwards, 

At the tate and head of this Theatre, were two To⸗ 
wers, made only of lime and ſkulles the teeth out warde, 
and this wall hauing no other Kuffe, ſeemed a ſtraunge 
ſight. At and vppon the toppeof the Theatre, were 70. 
pollcs, ſtanding the one from the other foure 82 fine fete 
diſtant, and eache of them was full of ſtaues from the 
tante to the toppe. Each of theſe ſtaues had others made 
faſt vnto them, ſo that eucry of them hed ſiue ſkulles bzo- 
thed though the temples. And eue de Tapia did terti⸗ 
fie me, that he and Gon/elo de bria dyd recken them in 
one daye, and founde a hundzed thirtie and ſire thouſande 


ſhulles on the polles,ftaucs,and ſteppes. eee 
rs 
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wers were repleniſhed ont of number, a moft cruell cu⸗ 


ſtome, being only mens heads llaine in lacritce, although 
it hath a ſhewe of humanitie foz the remembꝛante there 
placed of death.

Likewiſe his Yozſes were cheriſhed and ſerned with 
greene barley and graſſe, whereof there is plentie all the 
peare: L ikewiſe ot᷑ cozne,meale, roſes, and of all thynges 
that their owners would requeſt, in ſo much that beddes , 
of floures were made foꝛ them tn place of litter. But 
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if atutexuma were therevnto determined, oz elſe with the 
leaſt muteny in the woꝛlde, that mought be rapſcd in the 
Citie, although that euery inhabitant ſhoulde thzow but 
one ſtone at them, oz elſe to bzeake vp the dꝛawbzidges, 
oz withdzawing their viauals things verye eaſie to bee 
done. Urith this greate care that he had of the pꝛeſer⸗ 
uation of his fellowes , and to remedie tbe perill and 
daunger that he ade in, he determined to appꝛehẽd 7 
texuma, and to builte foure Foyſtes to haue the lake in 
ſubied ion, which he hadde tofoze ymagined, and without 
the appꝛehenſion of the King, he coulde not come by the 
Ktngdome:he would very gladly haue buylt the Foyſtes 
outof hand, but he left off that pꝛetente only, bycauſe he 
would not delay the empziſonment of 1«re2«m+, where- 
in conſiſted the effect of all his bulinelle, ſo that fozthwith 
be minded to put in execution his intent, without gyuing 
_ any of his company to vnderſtand thereof, 
The quarrel wherewith he had armed himſelfe fo;

ry. Do that of that manne and woman, we all moztall 
menne pꝛocceded in generation, and in this ſozte are 
the handy woꝛke of God, kinſmen and bꝛethzen.

2»4/p-poc« Loade of 
Nahutlan, which is now called as afozeſaid Almeria, ſent 
to aduertiſe Pedrs M ircio, that he could not come to perlde 
his obedtence,fo2 the enimies that were in the way: but if 
it would pleaſe him to ſende ſome of his men, foz the ſe⸗ 

turitie of the way, he would willyngly come vnto him, 
Hircis hearing this anſwere,ſent foure of his men, giuing 
credite 
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credite to bis meſſage, and foꝛ the defire he hadde to inha- 


bite there. | | 
When the foure 5p4»34rdes came into the pꝛouince of 


Nabutlun, there mette with them many armed men, who 
ew two of them, and made thereof a great triumph: the 

other two eſcaped ſoꝛe wounded, and returned with that 
newes to the Towne of Vera crux. Pedro H1rci0 belæuing 
that Sue oca had done that iniurie, armed out agapnſt 


hym fiftie Spanyardes, and ten thouſand /n, of Z empe- 


allan, with two hozſes,and two peeces of D;dinance, 
_  g«a{popeca hearing this newes, came with a mightie 
power to dꝛiue them out of his Countrep, and in that en⸗ 
counter, ſeauen 5p«»y«rdes were flapne, and many Zempo= 
allane es, but at the ende he was ouertome, his Countrep 


ſpoyled, and Towne ſacked, and many ol his army llaine 


and taken captiues. The pꝛiſoners declared, that by 
the commaundement of the greate Lozde Murezuma, all 
this vpꝛoꝛe was attempted by 24/popecs : it mighte well 
be,foz at the houre of death they confeſſed the ſame, But 
ſome affirme,they ſayde ſo, but to excuſe themſelues,and 
to lap the fault to the 27-x:cans, #710 w2ote theſe newes 
fo cortex beepng in £ho/o/l,and thzough theſe letters Cor- 
tex appzehended Mute xuma (as is afoze declared.)

The letter ſent fo / n Velaſues, tame no ſwner to his 
bande, but fozth with be obeyed and fulfilled the ſame, c on⸗ 
trary to the expedation of N e. fo; be was his bꝛo⸗ 
ther in law, and kinſman vnto /me. Veleſquei. Cortes ſeing 
bis conſtanc ie, had him euer after that tyme in great eſti- 


mation. 
From the Vera Cr»x came twentie of the townes men 


with certificat what N. rue R had publiſhed, and bzought 
with them a pꝛieſt, with */9»/o Gurnee and lebn ru12 de 
Fergera, who had comen to Vera Crux to amotiue the 
totyne,vnder colour that they bad brought the commiſſig 
from the king. corte. onthe otherſide, ſent vnto Nr 
ſeignio3 Barthelome de 0lmede, with other two Spaniards,

deſiring him that they mought talke and cöferre togither, 
alone,fo2 to take oꝛder to pꝛohibite wars, ſedition, blous⸗ 
ſhedde and diſquietneſſe among them, beyng of one nattõ 
and bzethzen, requeſtyng him to ſhew his cõmiſſion from 
the king vnto him, oꝛ vnto the counſell of era Crux, and 
he would willingly obey it as reaſon did require:and if he 
had not bzought any ſuch commiſſion, pet he would make 
ſome honeſt agrement with him.

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Alſo Naruaex began to flatter Mmrezuma, and ſente him 
woꝛde that Corce-aboade iu that countrep againſt the will 
of his Pzince,+ that he was a couetous rebell, who rob- 


bed his countrey,and that he pꝛetended to kill M tex ums. 
und to make himſelk king. Alſo that his comming was to 


ſet him at libertie, and to reſtoze vnto him all that thoſe 
wicked kellowes had taken from him. And bicauſe that o⸗ 
thers ſhould take example of their fades, he would com⸗ 
maunde them all to be ſlaine, willing him to take no care, 
fo2 in ſhozt ſpace they would ſe ech other.

Fiue hoꝛſemt 
which went befq2e to dilc ouer fell among certapne topa 
nies of Indians, which attended their coming to robbe the; 
eleing the hozſemen, they ſuſpeted that the whole armp 


was at hand, whervpon they fled, but yet ſeing them few 
in munter ee ee eee ee 
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_ fellawes,x thereby were ſauen. They hay not

enimies fill purſupng and troubled them ſoze all the dap. 
Certes was woũded with the tripe of a ſling, and there⸗ 
with was in greate daunger of life, foz his head fo ranc- 
bled, that ofneceſſitie they were fazced to take out cer⸗ 
-taine p&ces of his ſkull, whervpon he was dziuen to ſeeke 
'@folitarie place in the wilderneſſe fo cure him, and in 
gopng thitherwardes, the enimies wounded five Spa- 
niardes and foure hozſes, whereof one died,and that was 
eaten among them foz a ſumptuous ſupper, and pet not 
ſufficient foz them all, oꝛ there was none of them whiche 
were not vexed with hunger. 'J fpeake not of their 
woundes and wearinefle things ſufficient to haue made 
an ende of lyfe, But certainely the @paniſhe nation can 
abide moze hunger than any other, and eſpecially theſe 
with Cortes dyd ſhewe the p;ofe.

Me gaue them 
moſt hartie thankes foꝛ their loning offer, curteſie, and 
god will. He gaue vnto them of ſuch Jewels as remay» 
ned, and ſayd vnto them, the time will come, that J ſhall 


deſire pour helpe againſt the te xicans, but now pꝛeſent = 


ly it is ndefull, to cure my ſicke and wounded men. 

The noble men that were there pꝛeſent, beſought him 
to gine them leaue to ſkirmiſh with the Tad pf Culbus, 
fo; as pet many ot them wandered there aboute, Cree. 
graunted their requeſt, and ſente with them ſome of hys 
men, which were luſtie, and in god health, who pzoce&ded 
fozth all togither, and in that journey flewe many Indian 
enimtes,ſo that after this time, the enimies appeared no 
moꝛe. Then with triumph,pleaſure,and vico2y, they de⸗ 
parted toward the Citie, und oure men followed. It is 
credibly repoꝛted, that twenty thouſande men and wo⸗ 
an them by the way with ſundzy kindes of meates: 
Ae belteue that the moſt of them came to ſee them, fo

The Tepeacacs anfwered, that thep had flaine the Þpa- 
niardes foz god and iuſte cauſe, whicho was, that being 
tyme of warre they pꝛeſumed to paſſe thzough their coun- 
trey by fozce, without their will and licence, And alſo 
that the Mexicans and Culhnacens were their friendes and 
Loꝛdes, whom alwapes they would friendly entertapne 
within their towne and houſes, refuſing vtterly their of- 
fer and requeſt, pʒoteſting to gine no obedience to whom 
they knew not, wiſhyng them therefoze, to returne incon- 
tinent to 7 larcallan, excepte they had deſire to ende their 
werie dapes. 195 

Cortes innuited them diuers times with peace, and ſe⸗ 
ing it pꝛeuailed not, he begi his warres in earneſt, Their 
enimies lykewiſe with the fauour of the Cu/hnacens were 
bzaue and luſtie, and began to ſtoppe and defendtheir pꝛe⸗ 
tended entraunce. And they beyng many in number, with 
diuers valiant men among them, began to ſkirmithe ſun- 
dzy times, but at the end, they were duerthꝛowen, and ma- 


ny llapne, without killing any Spaniarde, although maß 


Tlaxcaltecas were killed that dap. 
Che Lozdes and pꝛincipall perfons of 7epeacac ſepng 
thepz onerth;ow, and that their ſtrength coulde not pꝛe⸗ 
uapie, yielded themſelues vnto Corres fo; vaſſalles of the 
Emperour, with condition to baniſh foꝛ euer their allied 
friendes of C:/þ««.And that he ſhould puniſhe and cozre. 
at his will and pleaſure, all thoſe whiche were occaſion 
f the death of the twelue Spaniardes. Fo2 which cauſes 
and ohſtinacie, at the firſte Corees iudged by his ſentence, 
that all the townes whiche had bene pꝛiuie ts the mur- 
der,thould foz euer remaine captines andflanes:others af- 
fixme that he onertame them without any condition, and 
AY their a7 being @odomites, 
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idolaters and caters of mans fleſh, and chiefly fo2 eriple 
of all others. And in concluſion, they were condemned foz 
flaues,and within twentie dayes that this warres laſted, 
he pacifiedall that pꝛouiice, which is very great:he dzaue 
from thẽce the C#/>wacen::he thzew downe the idols, and 

the chiefeſt perſons obeyed him. And foz moze aſſuraunce 
be builte there a towne, naming it Segura dela F rontera:!he 
appopnted all officers foz the parpote, being a towne fi 
tuated in the high way from era Crux to Mexico, where? 
by the Chꝛiſtians and ſtraungers mighte paſſe without 
daunger. In this warres ſerued lyke faithfull friendes 
the Indians of 7laxcallen, Hurxocmce and Chelals, pꝛomp⸗ 
ſing the lyke ſeruice and ſucconr agaynſt arexice, pea and 
rather better than wozſe.With this vicozy the Wpa⸗ 
ntardes recouered great fame, foz they were thought to 
haue bene layne.

A Fter all theſe things were finiſhed, Cortes 
comaunded Egaue licence to al the Indian 
friẽds, to returne home vnto their houſes 
extept his aſſured friendsof 7 /axco/{«»,whb

This company wente 
thither, with their accuſtomed pꝛoteſtations, whiche pꝛe⸗ 
uaplcd not, where vpon followed fire and ſpoyle: many 
Gentlemen and other pꝛincipall perſons came to perlde 
themſelues to ces, moze fo; feare than foz god will, 
craupng pardon foz they; offence, pzomiſing alſo not to 
offende agayne, noz pet at any tyme to take armour as 
gaynft the Spaniardes, corte: paxdoned them, 4 then bys 
armie returned, with determination to keepe his Chzift- 


lowyng . Þe left a Captaine with thꝛer ſcoze @paniards 
in the newe towne of Seg«r«,to keepe that paſſage, and al- 
ſo to put in feare the Comercen: that dwelled thereabout: 
be ſente befoze him his whole armie,and he himſelf went 
with twentie hoꝛſemen from thence to Coliman to lodge 
there that night, being a cittie of his allied friendes, and 
there to ozdaine and make by hys aucozitie, bothe Noble 
men and Captaynes in lue of them whiche died with the 
diſeaſe of ſmall pockes. He aboade there thze dapes, in 
the whiche the newe Loꝛdes were oꝛdeyned, who after- 
wardes remayned his eſpet iall friendes. The nexte day 


der came to Tlaxcallan, beyng fire leagnes diſtant from 


thence, where he was triumphantly receyued. And truely

Vera Crux fo ſaples, tacle, nayles, roapes and other ne⸗ 
ceſſarie things, whereof there was ſtoꝛe remaynyng of 
the furniture of the ſhippes that were ſunke.

 Yerganeme: being nayled, andthzoughly ended, he made 
alluiſe oz trench of halfea league of length, twelae fote 
b:oad t moze, and two fadome in depth. This wozke 
was fiftte dayes a doyng, although there were foure hun- 
dzed thouſand me daply wozking, truly a famous wozke 
and wozthy of memozy. 

The Yergunrine; were calked with Towe and cotten 
woll, and foz want of tallow andoyle,thcy were(as ſome 
repoꝛte, )dꝛiuen to take mans greaſe, not that they llewe 

men foz that effec,but of thoſe which were ſlapne in the 
warres . The Indians who were truell and bloudy buts 
thers, vſing ſacrifice, would in this ſozt open the dead bo⸗ 
dye, and take out the greaſe, The Yerganewmes being lan⸗ 
ched, Cortes muſtered his men, and founde nine hundzed 
Spanpardes, of the which were 85.Yozſemen, and a hũ⸗ 
dzed and epghteene with Croſſebowes and Hargabu- 
ſhes, and all the reſidue had ſundꝛy weapons, as ſwo2ds, 
daggars, Targets, Launces, and Balbertes.

turned into ſoꝛrowe, and beganne to fainte, the whiche 
oure men vaderſfod well, and therewith alanded them- 
ſelues vpon the calſey, and wanne the bulwarke and the 
bꝛidge. Our army pꝛoceedyng fozward, ſet vppon the e⸗

Cortes foʒ his part loſt no time,fozhe with tenne thou;

ther was, that they gaue him occaſſon' totally to deſtroy

rye hollowe and falſe, the whiche was of twelue paces 
— two fadom in depth, When Cortex was aduer⸗ 
tiſed hereof, he went thither to remedy the ſame, but he 
was no ſoner come, when he ſawe his men fleeing, and 
leaping into the water, with feare of the cruel enimies, 
which followed, who leapt after them into the water, to 
nill them There came alſo along the calſey manpe /»4:- 
an boates of enimies, who toke many of p /i friends 
and Spaniards aliue.

captatne of the guard who caugdt cr bythe arme, & 
by fozcepluckt him out of the thzong of enimies, wpth 
whom valiantly he fought. But the with the fame that 
cortex was pꝛiſonet, came many ſpaniards,among whd 
was one hoꝛſeman, who made ſome rome, but in ſhozte 
ſpace they thꝛuſt him thzough the thzote with a launte, 
and made him to retire. The fight cealled a little, Cor- 
tes had a hozſe bzought vnto him, on the which he light- 
| lye amounted , and gathering bis men togither , came 
to the ſtreate of lacan, whiche was large and faire. 
There died Gm his Chamberlapne;/,/ giving a 
bozfe vnto his mailter, whole death wasmuchlamens 
ted among them all, fo: he was aman vallant, honeſte, 
t welbeloued. There fel alſo into the water two hozſes, 
the one was ſaned,but the other was killed by the /d 
ans. Is the Ereaſurer and his company were Combat- 
ting a bulwarke, the enimies thzew out of a window 
the Spaniards heads vnto them, ſaping, the like they 
would do with their heads, if they went not from thence 
the foner. They ſeeing this ſight, and like wiſe cblidered 
the great hurte and ſpople made amongthem,began fo 
5 retire by little and little. 
N The Aexican Pꝛieſtes went bp into the Towzes of 
N 7larellco, and made their fiers in chafing diſhes , and 
. put therevnto the werte gũme of c.yali in token of vis 
; ctozie, and fozthwith tripped fiftie @pantards captines 
as naked as they were bozne, and with their fine raſozs 
opened them in the bzcaſtes,and plucktout their dartes 
foz an offering to the Jdols, andſpzinckled their blond 
in the ayꝛe. Out men ſeing beloꝛe their eies the dolef 
ſight, would fain haue gone to reuẽge thecruel 
But as time then required they had pnough to doe, to 
pat themſelues in ſanetie thzough the great troupe of 
Indians which came vpon them, who now feared __ 
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hozſe no; ſwoꝛs. This day as pe haue heard, were fo2tie 
Spaniards ſacrificed , and corte wounded in one of bys 
legges, and thirtie moe ot his men: they loſte a piece of

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The Spanpards likewiſe highly commended the fac, 
foz where ouxe men cumbated nat as they were wont to 
do, the execs ymagined that the.cauſe was cowardize; 
infirmitie, oꝛ want of vittaples: where vpon one dave at 
the ſunne riſing, they ſet vpon A luarado his Camp, whi⸗ 
che heing eſpyed by the watch, they began to crye / arme, 
arme, who came fozth as well fotemen as hoꝛſemen, and 
put them to flight, at whiche retire many ot the ad exvcans 
were dꝛo ned, and others ſoꝛe hurt and wounded. Then 


who came unto a dzawe bzidge to knowe what they 
would haue, vnto whome ſometime they ſayd, that peace 
was their requeſt, and other times they demande truce, 


but finally required that the Spanparvs ſhoulde veparte 


fromthat Countrey, All this policte was but to fcele 
what fkrength and courage our menne had, and to haue 
- truce fo2 a certapne time, fo2 to pꝛouide them ot᷑ ſuch ne- 
ceflaries as they wanted, foz their determinate purpoſe 
was, to dye in the defence of their countrey and religion. 
Cortes aunſwered, that truce was not conueniente wer, 
ther partie, but peace was landable at al times, the wht- 
che foꝛ his parte, although he hadde beſeged the Citie, 
ſhould not be denyed: therf6ze he willed them to wey his 

plentifull eſtate of vittayles, and their owne neede and 
necelſitieak the lame. They being in this communication 
with their interpzeters, appeared un auntient lde man 
on the toppe of the Bulwarke, who in the ſighte of them 
all, pluckt bzead out of his ſutchell pete by prete,and be⸗ 
gan to eate, giuing them to vnderſtand, that they tobe 


innnuede of vittayles, and fo made an ende

The lege of this citie lemed along time to Cortes, 
ten in nerre fiftie dapes that he had begun the ſame, yet

uelled that the enimies coulde endure ſo long a ſeafort 
with dayly ſkirmjlhing, and allo how they refuſedpeace 
and concozd, knowing how many thouſands of them had 
bin lapne, and ended their miſerable liues with hunger, 
Vet once agayne be ſente this laſt meſſage vntothem, 
that. if they woulde not yelde themſelues, then de ha⸗ 
ning-them enuironed by land and water, woulde flea th# 
all, and not permitte anye kinde of victuall to come vnta 
them, ſo that thepz extremitie ſhauide be ſo greate, that 
they ſhouid eate one another: their aunlwere was, that 
artte the Spanyardes ſhoulde tat of the ſame cuppe, ſs 
that thzeatning increaſed their courages, and occupyed 
themſelues in carrying ſtones to the market place, and 
many other ſtrietes, to ſtoppe the way againſt the Vor 
ſes and their mailters, 
Cortes, Although jt greeued him to deftrop totally 9 
beautifull a Citie, yet he determined to bꝛing all the hous 
ſes ol the ſtreetes that beſhould winne ty be equall with 
the ground, and to loppe with them the Chanels of wa⸗ 
ter, Pe comuned the matter with his Captapnes, who 
' liked well of his jntente, althongh i was a troubleſome 
| thing. Pe alfo aduertiſed the Gentlemen /#45«»: hys 
friends of his determanation,who highly commended his 


deuice. 

Cee ſeæyng the towardneſſe of all bis armye, be cal⸗ 
led and pzepared all his labourers, with their pikeares 
and ſhouels, ſo that in theſe affaires, and in hys 
men in god oꝛder, he ſpent foure dayes, and then he bega 
to cbbate the ſtrete, which goeth direaly to the market 
place, then fainedlythe Citiz#s deſired peace, carta ſtays 

ed, and aſked foz their King : they aunſwered, that they 
had ſent foz him, wherevpon cortes tariedanhoure , and 
then they began to reuile him, and to thzowe ftones, and 
25 at him.

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and winrie a fozte, and came into the chiele place of the 
Citie. They cleanſed the ſtreetes of the tones whiche 
they had laide to diſturbe their paſage,and ſtopped ſo vp 
the water ſtrete in that place, in ſuche wiſe, that neuer 


aſter it was opened againe,and thꝛew downe all the bou⸗ 
ſes, making the entrance into the Citie an open playne 


high wap, and then retired to their camp, Alſo ſire dayes 
arowe they did the like, without receyuing any hurt, ſa- 
uing the laſt day two hoꝛſes were hurt, 

CTye nexte day c · ter laide an ambuſh with fiftte hozſ- 
men, and lent betoꝛe him the Uergantines; but her him- 
felfe withthirtie hozſemen,abode incertame great hou- 
ſes in the Market place. They foughte that day in many 
places of the Citie, and at the retire, one ſhot of a hand- 


gun, whiche was the token that thoſe which lay in am⸗ 
buſhe ſhould come foꝛth. The enimies folowed our men, 
that ſeæmed to ſlæ with maruellous greate courage. But 
they 


were not ſo ſane paſſed the mare, when corre: came 
toꝛth with his thirtie hoꝛſemen, ſaving, vpon them, vpon 
them: By this onely meane were ſine aboue firre hun⸗ 
dꝛed Mexicans,befides the pꝛiſoners. 

Our indian friends had a god ſupper that nyght with 
mans firſhe, whiche as pet they would not be perfwaded 
to leaue. CertaineSpaniarvs went vppe into a Tower 
of Idols, and there opened a ſepulchze, where they found 
fiuehund;zed Caſttins in golde : With this ouerthꝛowe 
the.2rex:cen; remapned in ſuche feare, that all their 
thꝛeatnings andtriumphes were turned into mourning:

The taking of Mexico. 


N the oꝛder befoze declared, wanne H#ernende 
Cortes the famous cittic of Mex:ce, on tueſday 
being the.xiy.of Angult, 4g in remem⸗ 
& RY, lbzaunce wherof,and of the great viaozp, eue⸗ 
===> rp peere on that day they make a ſumptuous 
feaſt xſolemne pꝛoceſſion, wherin is carried the ſtandart 
ropall, with the whiche the cittie was won. The liege en⸗ 
dured thꝛer moneths,+ had therein. 200000, Indian, o. 
Spantardes.30,hozſes .17.peces of oꝛdinaunce, . Uer⸗ 
gantines, E600c, Can.. In this ſiege were flapne fiftie 
| Spaniardes « ſire hozſcs,t no great number of the /ndia»z 
their friends. There was flaine onthe cotcary ſide a hun⸗ 
dꝛed thouſand, and ſome affirme many moe: but I ſpeahe 
not ol them that died with hunger and peſtilence. 

At the defence of the citie were al the nobilitie, by rea⸗ 
ſon wherof many were lapne. The multitude of people 
was great, who.eate litle, dzanke ſalte water, and ſlepte 
among the dead where was a horrible ſtenche: 
foz theſe cauſes the diſeaſe of peſtilence fell among them, 


and thereol died an infinite number. Wherevpon is to be 


conſidered, their ſtedfaſte determination, foz although 
how pon yon ror that they were dzy- 


wen lyeatobonghes, ryndes of trees, and to dzinke lalte 
Pp. ij. water, 
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water, vet woulde they not ptelde themſelues. But at the 
laſte they woulde haue ſubmitted thom, and then their 
kyng hui woulte not, bycauſe at the begynnyng 
they refuſed his will and counlell and alſo with their ge⸗ 
nerall deaths, ſhould appeare no cowardiſe, foz they kept 
the dead bodies in they; houſes to kepe that ſecrete from 
thepꝛ enimies. Here alſo is to bee noted, that although 
the arexicans cate mans flelhe, pet they eate none of their 
obone Cittie oꝛ friendes, as ſome doe thynke: foz il they 
had, there woulde not ſo many haue died with hunger. 
Che Mexican women were highly commended not onely 
bycauſe they aboade with their huſbandes and Fathers, 
but alſo foz the greate paynes they toke with the ſicke 
and wounded perſons, yea and alſo they laboured in mas 
kyng ones fitte fo2 the ſame, andthzows- 
png ones from the ſoties,foz therein thep dyd as muche 
burte as their men. The Cittie was peelded to the ſpoyle, 
and the Spanyardes toke the Golde, Plate and Fea⸗ 
thers, the Jud friends had all the reſt of cloth and other 
Cortes om maunded areate bonfiers tobe made in to- 
ken of vico2y, and alſo to moztifie thehozrible ſtenche 
of the dead bodies, whome he lykewile commaunded to 
be buried, and ſome of the pꝛyſoners menne and women 
he cauſedto be marked in the face; foz the Kings flanes, 
and pardoned all the refidue. He commaunded the Uer⸗ 
gantines to be bzought aſhoze, and appoynted one v ill. 
Fuerte, with. do. men to guarde thẽ, kee deaſt the Meri- 
can; ſhold let fire 02 other wile deſtroy AIrvthis bull⸗ 
nelle he occupied himſelf foure dayes;e then vemoued his 
campe to culbuacun, where he rendzedhartie thinks to all 
the Gentlemen his friendes, pzotnyſing to grafifie thoir 
god and faythfull ſernice , deffryng them to departe 
home to they houſes,chMering f me" rn 
ere vpon 
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wherevpon they departed almolk all in generall, both 
rich and iocond with the ſpoyle of 27ex:co, and allo to re⸗ 
mapne in the fauour and grace of ce.

Ot long befo2e Heweands Cortes Came vnto 
$4 the newe 5p-52e, did many nightes after the 


ſame pozt and place where Corres entred into 


Sthat land, great lightning of fire, whiche a- 


mounted vpward, and ſuddapnely vaded awap. The - 


 x:e«ans at that time ſaw flames of fire toward the ozient, 
where now Vera Crux ſtandeth, with a great and thicke 
ſmoke, that ſcemed to touche the heauen and earthe: thys 
ſigbt was fearefull vnto them. 1 
Chey alſo ſaw the figures of armed men fighte in the 
aire one with another, a new and range ſight ſoz them, 
nnd athing that filled their heads with -ymaginations: 
Foz when there was a pzophecie ſpoken of among them, 
bow that white men with beardes ſhould come and rule 
their kingdome in the time of tue x. The Lozdes of 
7exovce and Tlacopen were much amazed, ſaying;that the 
ſwond iobiche Mutez»ms hadde, was the armes of thoſe 
folke,whoſe figures they had (&ne in the ay:e, with their 
appareU and attire. ante xm had muche adoe to parifie 
them, fayning that the weapen and apparell was of bys 


fozefathers, andbycaufe they ſhould ſce the troth thereof; 


he gaue them the ſwande, and wilied them to bꝛeake it if 
they coulde; and they pzoning ta bꝛeake the ſame and 
could not, they maruelled thereat, ano alſo were reſolued 

of their opinions,

| midnighte appeare in the aire, and in the

whereof de trayelled to make this Citie greater, better, 
and to be maze repleniſhed with people, He named and 
appopnted Judges, Aldermen, Attourneps , Towne⸗ 
clearke,Potaries, Skauengers, andSeriants, with all 
other officers, neceCarie fo the common weale of a Ci⸗ 


tie. He deulded the Citie among the Conquerozs, ha- 
ning firſt taken out places foz Churches, market places, 


townebouſe, and other neceſſarie plottes 9 
ſes, pꝛoſitable foʒ the common weale. Me alſo ſeparated 

the dwellings of the 5p<»yard: from the Indian ſo that the 
water paleth and maketh deuiſion betwixt them. Yee 
pꝛocured many Indians to come to the building of the Ci⸗ 
tie, foz auoiding charges, although therein he had ſome- 
what to do, by reaſon that many kinſmen of gu«bucimec 
wert nat as yet cam under obedience, 


and other pꝛouinces, ſo that now J am without feare of 
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He made me of 7 eRcure, Don Carolus 1zrlorncbil, by 
the conſentof the Citie, in place of Zo» Xernand: his bꝛo⸗ 
ther, who was deceaſſed, and commaunded many of hys 
vaſſalstolabour in the wozkes, bycaule they were Cars 
penters, maſons, and builders of houſes. Me pzomiſedal- 
ſo to them that were naturals of the Citie of Mexice, 
plottes to build vpon, inheritance, freedome, and other li⸗ 
berties, and the like vnto all thoſe that woulde come and 
inhabite there, whiche was a meane to allure many thi⸗ 
ther. He ſette alſo at libertie xh the generall Cap⸗ 
tapne, and made him chiefe oner the Jad, in the Citie, 
vnto whome he gaue a whole ſtrete. He gaue likewyſe 
another ſtreete to Don Pedro 4 ute xuma, who was ſonne to 
Muteguma the Ring. All this was done, to winne the fa- 

noure of the people. He made other Gentlemen Senioꝛs 
of little lands and ſtreetes to builde vpon, and to inha- 
bite, and in this oꝛder the whole ſcituation was repar⸗ 
ted, and the wozke began with great ioy and diligence : 
but when the fame was blowen abzoade, that Mexie. 
ſhould be built againe, it was a wonder to ſ& the people 
that reſozted thither, hearing of libertie efredome, the 
number was ſo greate, that in a whole league compaſſe 
was nothing but people both men and women. They las 
boured ſoze,and eate little, by reaſon whereof,many ſick⸗ 
ned, and peſtilence followed, whereof dyed an infinite 
number. Their paines was great, fo they bare on theyz 
backes, and dzewafter them ſtones, earth, tumder, lyme, 
bzicke, and all other things necefary in this dot, and by 
little and little, ie ie was built againe with a hundꝛed 
thouſande houſes, moꝛe fkrbnger and better than the olde 

building was. The Bpanyardes alſo built their houſes 
| afterthe part faſhion. Corres built his houſe vpon the 
plotte where at utexuma his houſe tobe, whiche renteth 
now * foure thouſand duc kates a peare.

a whalefome and temperate dwelling , by reaſon of the 
Mountapnes that ſtandeth round about it, end well pꝛo⸗ 
uided through the fertilttie of the Countrey, and com 
moditie of the lake, ſo that now is ve one of the grea⸗ 
teſt Cities in the woꝛlo, and the moſt noble in all / dia, 
as well in armes as politie. There are at the leaſt two 
thouſande Citizens, that haue cach of them his hozſe in 
his ſtable, with riche furniture foꝛ them. There is alſo 
great tontranation, end all ſoꝛtes of occupations.

The Licenciate replyed, that he waulde 
foʒ a while abide in era Crux, to refreth himſelfe, beeyng 
ſeaſicke, and a many had not heeretofoze at any time pal⸗ 
ſed the ſeas, thinking that Corres meante to haue done iu⸗ 
ſtice on certain oſtenders, ca & alſo to haue take hym by 
the wap: wherefoze he ſuſpeced, that Corre- had ſent, by⸗ 
cauſe he woulde knowe whiche way he meant to come, 
wherevpon he ſecretely toke poſt hozſe, with certaine 
Gentleme, and other religious perſons that came in hys 
companzz+ paſſed thꝛough the Townes, although it was 
the farther way, and made ſuche haſt, that in five daycs 
be came ta /p p in, refuſing the entertaynement and 
pꝛouiſion of meate and lodging that Corres had pzepared 
by his Gentleme, that wet both the wayes to miete him. 
In /xt«cpa!lapathep reteyued him with great ſeaſtand 
maieſtie, but after dinner, the Licenciate fell a vomiting, 
and the moſt of hys companye, and after the vomite, 
they fell into a flixe . They thoughte that certayne 
hearbes was the cauſe thereof, whiche were in a diſhe 
al curdes. The Licenciate was ſomewhat greedie of the 
curdes, and toke the diſhe, and offered it to father 
7 W ort ix, na (quoth the Stewarde) bys veuerence 
ſhall haue another diſhe, no (quoth father o.

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thalbe declared)foz the Comendador, Preane, who was then 
 chiefe Sheriffe,did eate of all thoſe diſhes,yea in the lame 
dilhe that the Licenciat cate of, who nepther vomited 
noz yet receyucd anp hurte 0z alteration. But I thinke, 
that they compng hoate, wery and hungry, did eate to

On the behalte of corte there was pzeſented tothe 
Licenciat a riche pꝛeſent, but he refuſed it. 

Cortes With al the flower of Gentlemen in texice, came 
to receyue him, and giuyng him the right band, they went 
togyther vntill they came to gu Frances abbay, where 
after their pꝛaiers made, corte: demaũded to ſee the kings 
pꝛouiſions, who anſwered, that the nexte day he woulde 
thew them vnto him: then they accompanied him to his 
bouſe, where he was well lodged. 

The nexte day followpng, all the magiſtrates of the 
Cittie mette the Licentiat in the cathedzall Church, and 
by acte, befoze the notary,he pꝛeſented his auctoꝛitie front 
the Empersur, He toke the Mares of Juffice from the 
Judges and Sargeants, and incontinent reſfozedthem a- 
gapne, and ſaide with gentle ſpeach, this rodde of the Se⸗ 
nioz gouernour, J will haue foz my ſelfe. Cortes with all 


the other Pagiltrates kiſſed the Emperdurs letters, and 


put them vpon the crowne of their heads, in toke of great 
obedience, ſaying, that they woulde oblerue and obey all 
that was therein contapned, as the commaundement of 


their king and Loꝛde, requyꝛing the ſame to be ſet downs 
byacte and teſtimonv. 


After theſe things done, they pꝛorlaymed the relidente 
and account of iuſtice, of Zernando Cortes, to the intent that 
all per ſons who coulde accuſe him of any vnrightful dea⸗ 
lyng, ſhould come and make their complaint, and to haue

Thep 
likewiſe offered vnto their God all kinde of foule, from 
the degree of an Eagle, to a little Butterflie. They vſed 
not ſacrifice of miſlaughter,no2 had any Idolles, no not 
fd muche as of the Sunne, whome they helde foz the ſole 
and only God. They married but with one woman, e in 
no degree of kinred. They were a ffoute and a warlike 
people, vy reaſon whereof,they were Loꝛdes of the land.

Ae⸗ 
rye kewe or the Laptie wende vp into the Chappels, but 
only thoſe that were appopnted to attire the newe king, 
and to ſerue in other Ceremonies , ſoz all the reſidue 
ſtode vpon the ſteppes and belowe, to beholde the Coꝛo⸗ 
nation. Cheſe Magiſtrates being aboue in the Chap⸗ 
Ee! with great humilitie and reuerence, knc&lyn 8

touched the earth with one finger and then kiſſed the 
mane Chen 155 the high pꝛieſte clothed in his pontifi⸗ 
call veſtmentes, with many others in his company, who 
did weare ſurplites: and withoute ſpeaking any woꝛde, 
they paynted oz couloured the Kings perſon, with ynke 
made foz the purpoſe, as blacke as any cole. After thys 
Ceremonpe done, they bleſſed the annoynted Kpng, and 
ſpꝛinckled him foure times with acertayne holly water, 
that was made at the time of conſecration of the God, 
made of dowe oz paſte, with a ſpzinckle made of beughes 
of Cane leaues, Ceder, t willow leaues. Then they put 
vpon his head, a cloth painted with the bones and ſkulles 
of dead men, and next they clothed him with a black gar⸗ 
ment, and vpon p another blewe,and both were paynted 
with p figures of dead mens ſkulles e bones. Then they 
put about his necke tertaine laces, whereat did hang the 
armes of þ Crowne. And behind his backe they did hang 
certain little bottelsful of powders. by vertue wherof he

runne,and the earth to bꝛing foꝛth all kinde of grapne, 
kruptes, and other needefull hearbes and tres, Theſe and 
manp other impoſſible things the newe kyng did fweare 
to perfoʒme: and then he gaue thankes to the high pzieſk, 
and commended himſelf to the Goddes and to the lokers 


on, and they who bzought him vp in the ſame oꝛder, ca- 
rieth him downe agapne. Then all the people eried, the 
SOGoddes pꝛeſerue the newe kyng, and that he may raigne

the king came to the fote of the ſteppes, all the noble men

ſteppes to be crowned, and after theyz Cozonation they. 
come to Mexico foz their confirmation, and then at they

But if he chaunſed to die, then woꝛde was ſent thꝛough⸗ 
out all his dominions to bewaile his death, and allo other 
poſtes were lent to call the Noble menne that were his 
nigheſt kinſmen, and to warne them within foure dapes 
to come vnto his buriall. 
The dead body was layde vpon a fapze matte, 4 was 
watched faure nightes,with greatlametation and mour⸗ 
nung: then the body was waſhed, and a locke of heare 
cut from the crowne of bis head, whiche was pꝛeſerued 
as a great relicke, ſaping that therein remapned the re⸗ 
membv2ance of his ſoule. This done, a fine Emerald was 
put into his mouth, and his body ſhꝛewded in ſeuentene 
riche mantles, of colours, both riche and toſtly wꝛought. 
Upon the vpper mantle was ſette the deviſe oꝛ armes of 
Vitxilipuehtli os Textalipuca, 02 of ſome other idoll, in 
whome the kyng had greate confidence in his lyfe tyme, 
and in his temple ſhould the body be buried. Apo his face 
they put a viloz, paynted with \foute and Dineliſh ge⸗ 
ſtures, beſette with many ie welles, pꝛecious ones, and 
pearles. Then they killed his ſlaue, whoſe office was to 
light the Lampes and make fire vnto the Goddes of his 
pallayce. Theſe things done, they carried the dead body 
vnto the Temple:ſomefollowedhim with dolefull tune, 
others ſong the death of the kyng by note, foꝛ ſo was the 
cutome. 
The Noble men and Gentlemen of his houſholde car: 
ried Targets, Arrowes, Pales, and Enſignes to thzowe 
into the fire where the body ſhould be buried in the Tem⸗ 
ple.

The newekyng did appoint thoſe who ſhoulde die foz to 
ſerue the king his father, but yet many of them had ra- 
ther bene without his.ſeruice, notwithſtanding ſome ſim⸗ 
ple ſoules eſteemed that odious death foz a thyng of im- 
moztall glozy. Firſt ſeuen Gentle women of noble pa- 
rentage were appopnted to die, the one to haue the office 
ol keper of his iewels which he was wont to were, anos 
ther loz the office of cup bearer, another to giue Him wa⸗ 
ter with a baſen and ewer, another ts giue him alwayes 
the vzinall, another to be his Coke, and another to ſerus 
foz landzes; Che flewe alſo many women flaues, and 


fre mapdens foz to attende bpon the Gentlewomen,and 


mozeoner one of cuerpoccupationwithin the citte, When 
all theſe that were appoynted to die were watſhed e they: 


bellics full with meate e dzinke, then they paynten their 


faces pellow; and put garlandes of (werte floures'Vpon 


befoze the deare whereon the dead king was taried, ſome 
wente playing on inſtruments made of ſhayle ſhelles, o- 
thers plaped vpon bones and ſhelles ot ſeaturtils, others 
went whiſtipng and the moſt part weping:the Sonnes of 
the dead kyng e other noble men carried vp6-their ſhoul- 
ders the beare where þ cozſe lap, e pzoceded with an eaſle 


pate towarde the Temple of the God curicaneri: his hint 


thers,ſhoes vpon his f@te,with bzacelets and a coller of 
gold. Whbyle this wozke was a dopng, others were bu 


each ol their heads. Then they went in oꝛder of pꝛoceſſiõ 
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Pagiltrates and rulers of iuſtice bare the Standartes 
and diuers other armes. 

About midnight they departed in the oꝛder afozeſapde 
out of the Kings palapce with great light of fire bzandes 
and with a heauy noyſe of trumpets and dzummes. The 
Citizens which dwelt where the coꝛſe paſſed, attended to 
make cleane the ſtreate. And when they were come to 
the temple, they wente leure tymes rounde about a great 
fire made of the wodde of Pine tree, whiche was pꝛepa⸗ 
red to burns þ dead body: then the beare was layd vpon 
the re, and in the meane while that the body was bur- 
nyng, they mawled with a clubbe thoſe whiche had the 
garlandes, and afterwarde buried them by foure and 
foure,as thep wers apparelled behind the Temple. 

The nerte dap in the moznpng, the aſhes, bones and 
Jewels was gathered andlayde vpon ariche mantle, the 
whiche was carried to the temple gate, where the pꝛieſts 

attended to bleſſe thoſe Diueliſhe relickes, whereof they 
made a dowe 02 paſte, and thereofan image whiche was 
appareled lxke a man, with a viſoz on his face, and all os 
ther ſoztes of Jewels that the dead King was wonte ta 
weare, ſo that it ſemeds gallant idoll. At the fte of the 
temple ſtayꝛes, thep opened a graue ready made, whiche 
was ſquare, large,e twa fadome deepe, it was alſo huged 
with new mattes rounde about, and a fayze bed therein, 
in the whiche a religions man placed the doll made of 
alhes, with his eyes towarde the caſt parte, and honge 
rounde aboute the walles Targets of golde and ſilver, 
with bow and arrowes,+ many gallant tuffes of feathers 
with earthen veſſels, as pottes, diſhes e platters, ſo that 
_ the graue was filled vp withhotſhold Kuffe, cheſts coues 
red with leather,apparell, ie wels, meate, minke, and ar- 
mour. This done, the graue was ſhut vp e made ſure with 


 beames,bozdes,and flozed with earth on the toppe. au

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All thoſe Gentlemen which had ſerned oz touched any 


dinner in the Courte oꝛ pard ol the dings houſe without 


any table, and hauing dined, they wiped their hands vp» 


on certapne lockes of Cotton wol, hanging downe their 
beads, and not ſpeaking any wozd, except it were to aſke 
foz dzinke. {This Ceremonie endured nue dayes, and in 
all that time no fire was permitted to be kindled in the 
Citie, except in the Kings houſe and Temples, noz pet a⸗ 


ont of their houſes, ſhe wing all the ſozrow that might be 
poſſible foz the death of theyz King,

ces bloud, and alwapes abode in the Court, and were 
mainteyned at the Kings owne coſt and charge. The in- 
ferioz Judges came ozdinarily once euery monethto ci 
fult with the higher. And in euery foureſcoze dayes came 
the Judges ofeuery pꝛouince within the Perican Em⸗ 
pire, to conſuit with the Judges of 4cexice,but alldoubt- 

full cauſes were reſerued tothe King, onely to paſſe by 
his oꝛder and determination. The Painters ſerued foz 
notaries, to paint al the caſes which were to be reſolutd, 


ende and determination. There were in that citie twelue 
Sergeants, whoſe office was to arreſt, and to cal parties 
befoze the Judges, Their garments were painted man- 
tels, wherbp they were knowen a farre orf. Che pziſons 
were vnder ground, moyſt and darke,the cauſe whereof, 
was to put the people in feare tooffend, It anye witnelle 
were called to take an oth, the oꝛder was, that he ſhoulde 
touche the grounde with one of his ſingers, and then to 
touch his tung with the ſame, whiche ſignifyedthat har 
had ſwone and pꝛomiſed to ſpeake the troth wpth hys 
tog, taking witnes therof,of p earth which did mainteine 
bim.

This done, they 
pluckt of the ſkinnes of a certaine number of them, the 
which ſkinnes ſo manp auntient perſons put incontinet 
vppon their naked bodies, al freſh e bloudy, as they wee 
fleane from the deade carcaſſes. And being open in the 
backe part and ſhoulders, they vſed to lace them, in ſach 
ſozte that they came fitte vppon the bodies of thoſe that 
ware them, and being in this oꝛder attired, they came 
to dannec among many others. In Mexic- the king him 
ſelfe did put on one of, theſe ſkinnes, being of a pꝛinci⸗

Some entered into thoſe religious houles 
being ſicke and diſeaſed, hoping there to recouerthepz 
bealth:others came thither though pure neede, andne- 
ceCitie,to be there relieued:other ſome came thither to 
be god and vertuous:and ſome entered into the religt- 
on, hoping that the Goddes woulde giue vnto them 
riches, and long life, But generallpe their comming 
 thyther was, to have god huſbandes , and mane chyl- 
dzen:eche of them vowed the time that ſhee woulde oz 
ment to abide in that ozder,andafter that time expired 
they marryed. 
The firlt thing that they did comming into the reli 


gion, was to palle their heads,to be knowenfrb others,

| Their offices were to ſpinne cotton wol and feathers, 
and to weaue cloth,foz to apparel the Goddes and them- 
ſelues,to ſwepe the parde and lodgings of the temple{fo 3 
the ſkayzes and high chappels, the miniſters themſclues 
did make cleane) thep vſed alſo to let them bloud in cer⸗ 
taine partes of the body, to offer to the Dinelliſh Idols. 
On euery feſtiual day they went on pꝛoceſſion with the 
pꝛieſtes, but it was not lawful foz them to pzeſume to go 
vppe the ſtayꝛes of the temple, noꝛ yet to fing. Thep li⸗ 
nod on almes,foz their kinſefolke being rich, did mapn- 
taine them with almes as a charitable ſeruice done vnto 
the Goddes: their fode was bopled fleſh, and hote bꝛead,

The vicerop Den Anton built tertaine townes with 
Romaine pl:iers , in hono2 of the Emperour, and cau- 
ſed his name to be grauen in Parble.Þe allo began the 
Rap oz wharfe in the pozte of Medellin, à coſtly and ne- 
teſſarie wozke:he alſo reduced the c hichimecas to ciuck lis 


uing:he ſpente muthe money in the entraunce of ela, 
without any p2ofit,and alſo thereby remapned an enemy 


to Corres, He likewiſe diſcouered much land on the ſouth 


coaſt neare x«l:xco ; he ſente alſo ſhippes to u, foz 
ſpices , which were loſt: he behaued himſelf very pzudet- 
dently in the rebellion time of the /»d-4»: of Piru. 

The Emperour commaunded him afterwarde to gos 
vnto the Piru foz viceroy, conſidering the licenciat C«ſc«, 
who gouerned there, was returned into Spain, and like- 
wiſe hauing vnderſtod his god gouernement in the new 
panne, although ſome complaintes were made ol hym. 
It grieucd Hen Antoni de Mendoſa, to departefrom the 
newe Spaine, where he formde himlelfe wel beloned a⸗ 
mong the In di, who had cured him of ſundzy dilleaſes 
with bathes of Þearbes , where befoze he was ſfarke 
tame, and alſo pofſeſſed of lands, Cattel, and other richs 
things, whiche he was loth to leaue.
